Church Organization in Heber City 
In the spring of 1861, the community was recognized by the 
leaders in Salt Lake City, as being large enough to create an organiz- 
Ider, William Madison Wall, with counselors,

Murdock and James Laird were serving as appointed 
Joseph S. Murdock from American Fork, was ordained 
rst Bishop, with counselors, John W. Witt and Thomas Ras- 
band. Other settlements grew within the Valley and the journal of 
John Crook reported over one thousand persons, with settlements 
in Midway, Center Creek, Daniel, and Charleston. 

In 1867, Bishop Murdock was sent to Southern Utah to organize 
settlements there. He had gained the love and respect of the Valley 
and because of raising an Indian girl, and later marrying her, In- 
dian troubles had subsided. 

Abram Hatch, from Lehi, Utah, was then called and set apart 
as the new Bishop of the Heber Ward. As all leaders seem to be 
particularly fitted for the time they serve, this man was an able 
church administrator, as well as a man of sound business and finan- 
cial judgment. He encouraged the people to build better and more 
convenient homes and buildings. The proof of this can be observ- 
ed in more than fifty homes that are still standing today. These
